Mrs. Geer fell on one eide of the tracks,
her head striking the cobble stones, ren-
dering her unconsclous. Van Hoefan fell
in front +f tho ear.

The occupants did not notice the
car approaching from the west unti]l It
was too Iate to avold the cnllislon.

BUDDEN ATTACK.

When [t became evident that the Rus-
Elans wers concentrating their forces,
General Kurokl determined to atlick be-
fore ths movement was completed. He
started his army on July 30, sending his
right against Yushullkzo and his left to
Yangteu-Ling, a scparate detachment
keeping in touch with the right wing
which moved mgalnst the Hussinn lert at
Yushulikzu.

The country at this polint Is a succession
of hilla and dales, disadvantageaus to the
attackers. The Ruatinns ghowed great In-
genulty of Intrenching and  defending
thelr positiona

Frontal and flank stlacks were delive
ered Mimultansously against the Ruselans
at Yushullkzu ni dawn of Bunday, the
Japhinese artillery tirst clearing the way
for the Wnfantry. This ponition wias cup-
tured at 9 o'clock In the morning A
frontul attack against the Russlan cen-
ter wan continued, but the gencral ad-
vance was delayed to awilt the puccess
of the Japancse left column The Rua-
slune attempted repeatediy to retake thele
former positions at Yushullkzu, but the
Japaness repulsed them every time.

Tha Japaness left column encountered
the vanguard of the enemy AL Pln-Ling
and repulsed It Later, & separate de-
tnchment of Japancse troops flanked and
severely puniahed a heavy detachment of
Russluns, which was retreating from Pin
Ldng. The topographlcal conditions of the
countty prevanted the completion of this
flank attnck.

FIGHT BROINS AT
DAWN SUNDAY.

The fighting at Yangtsullng began at
dawn of Bunday, July 31, when the Jap-
anese drove back the Russlan outpost
companies™and took possession of thelr
pogitions. The Japanesé artillery wam In-
effective here on account of the topo-
graphical conditions. Horees were uselesn
and men had to drag the guns over the
broken country. It wmas 11 o'clock before
the main battery of artillery opened fire.

were taken to Relleville In the evening by

Tha trio were then
reloased on $20 bond to appear for trial,
The bond was furnished by an East 8t
Louls saloonkeeper. The men were not
repreacnted by attorneys, as it was not
thought necessary. The fourth man, Wil-
tam Downs, heard that ho had been clited
aizo and sent word to Bberlff Thompeon
late last night that he would appear In
court this morning and give bond.
